Rise In Europe s 


Birth 


‘‘Remarkable ”’ 


Geneva, Aug. 18.—A 


Europo’s post-war birth rate has gone nearly half 
way to make up for the loss of 15,000,000 Europeans 
Killed during the war, according to a United Nations 


population study. 


The study reveals that Europe’s population out- 
side Russia fell from 392,000,000 in 1938 to 371,- 
$00,000-at ‘the end of 1945. War -losses accounted 
for over 15,000,000 of these, of whom the greater 
part—more than 9,000,000,—were civilians.
